2. WITH REGARD TO FAULKNER' S SUGGESTIONS TO PM KIRK 
RE INDONESIA, FAULKNER SAID IN REPORTING HIS DISCUSSION 
WITH GENERAL PANGGABEAN THAT QUOTE WE DISCUSSED, IN 
GENERAL TERMS, A NUMBER OF AREAS IN WHICH INDONESIA 
AND NEW ZEALAND MIGHT ASSIST EACH OTHER IN THE DEFENSE 
FIELD- TRAINING, SMALL JOINT EXERCISES, CIVIC ACTION WORK, 

AND SO ON- AND I BELIEVE WE SHOULD FOLLOW UP THESE IDEAS 
AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE END QUOTE. 

3. IN ADDITION, FOLLOWING HIS CALL ON PRESIDENT SUHARTO, 

HE SAID QUOTE THE ARMED FORCES PLAY, AND INTEND TO CONTINUE
